as if the nation were poor. 
Wastefulness will sooner or later 


affect even the richest nation. 
As it is now the American 


people are paying in many ways for fire losses, one of them 
being in increased insurance rates. 


Fire Prevention Day is thus an occasion for solemn thought 


on the subject of waste. 
As the only possible way of reducing

country's annual fire waste now. 
It has come to pass thatj 


every year lately we have had fire damage equal to the wiping j 
out completely of one large city. 
I 


There is no reason why there should be a greater rate 


of fire waste in the United States than in any other country. 
The immense wealth of the American people affords no ex- 
cuse. 
There are so many useful things to which wealth can 


be applied that our resources should be guarded as carefully 
as if the nation were poor. 
Wastefulness will sooner or later 


affect even the richest nation. 
As it is now the American 


people are paying in many ways for fire losses, one of them 
being in increased insurance rates. 


Fire Prevention Day is thus an occasion for solemn thought 


on the subject of waste. 
As the only possible way of reducing 


carelessness about fires is to appeal to the people individually 
and collectively to be careful, such observances as the one 
proposed are to be treated as practical and made to count to 
the utmost.
